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INTRODUCTION 

Communicable  disease  morbidity  statistics  for  North  Carolina 
for  1955  are  given  in  this  bulletin  as  Part  I  of  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Section.  This  is  the  twenty-fourth 
year  for  which  such  a  bulletin  has  been  published.  Natality  and 
mortality  data  will  be  published  as  Part  II  later  in  the  year. 

This  report  and  the  one  published  for  1954  differ  considerably 
from  previous  reports  in  that  historical  data  and  detailed  sum- 
maries for  each  disease  have  been  omitted.  Information  on 
trends  may  be  obtained  by  reference  to  the  1953  report.  More 
detailed  data  than  that  published  in  this  report  have  been  tabu- 
lated and  will  be  made  available  upon  request. 

A  discussion  summary  of  the  reportable  communicable  disease 
situation  in  the  state  is  given  in  the  introduction  of  this  report. 
Following  this  are  population  estimates  and  general  summary 
tables  showing  the  reported  incidence  of  reportable  communica- 
ble diseases  in  1955  by  county  of  residence,  age,  month  of  onset, 
sex  and  color.  More  detailed  summaries  are  also  given  for  cer- 
tain selected  diseases. 

Source  of  Data 

These  data  were  derived  from  report  cards  received  from 
military  bases,  local  physicians,  health  departments,  and  hos- 
pitals in  North  Carolina,  and  through  interstate  reciprocal  notifi- 
cation of  disease.  Routinely  all  death  certificates  which  list  a 
reportable  communicable  disease  as  a  cause  of  death  are  checked 
against  the  case  report  files.  Case  reports  are  then  obtained  for 
all  previously  unreported  cases. 

Report  Period 

The  data  included  in  this  report  are  for  cases  of  communicable 
disease  which  had  their  onset  in  1955  with  the  exception  of 
amebiasis,  tuberculosis  and  the  venereal  diseases  which  are 
according  to  date  of  report.  Reports  of  all  cases  having  their 
onset  in  1955  and  received  during  the  period  January  1,  1955  to 
January  31,  1956  and  those  with  unknown  date  of  onset  received 
in  1955  are  included.  For  those  diseases  tabulated  by  date  of 
report,  all  reports  received  during  1955  are  included,  regardless 
of  onset  date. 

Residence 

The  cases  included  in  this  report  with  the  exception  of  the 
venereal  diseases  are  for  residents  of  North  Carolina  and  are 
allocated  to  county  of  residence  of  the  patient.  Venereal  disease 
cases  are  allocatd  to  county  of  report  unless  reported  by  a  hos- 


pital  or  institution ;  in  which  case  they  are  assigned  to  the  county 
of  residence.  Only  those  counties  for  which  cases  were  reported 
are  shown  in  the  residence  tables. 

Rates 

All  rates  shown  are  per  100,000  population.  A  20-year  trend 
in  morbidity  rates  for  selected  reportable  communicable  diseases 
is  shown  in  table  4.  Rates  by  sex  and  color  for  all  reportable 
diseases  are  given  in  table  8. 

Population 

Population  estimates  by  color  and  sex  for  North  Carolina, 
1936-1955  and  by  color  for  each  county  for  1955  are  given  in 
tables  1  and  2. 

Population  estimates  for  1936-1950  are  those  prepared  by  the 
U.  S.  Bureau  of  the  Census.  For  the  years  1951-1955,  estimates 
were  made  in  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Section.  The  arith- 
metic method  was  used  for  estimating  the  total  population  assum- 
ing the  same  average  annual  increase  for  the  decade  1950  to 
1960  as  occurred  between  1940  and  1950.  Sex  and  color  estimates 
were  obtained  by  this  same  method. 

Discussion 

The  number  of  reported  cases  of  infectious  jaundice  fell  strik- 
ingly from  the  807  cases  reported  in  1954  to  313  cases  reported 
in  1955.  A  similar  decline  in  case  incidence  was  noted  in  most 
of  the  United  States. 

A  further  reduction  in  the  numt)er  of  reported  cases  of  diph- 
theria was  recorded  in  1955  when  85  cases  were  reported  as  com- 
pared with  126  cases  reported  in  1954.  The  incidence  for  1955 
is  the  lowest  yet  recorded.  The  case  rate  is  2.0  per  100,000  popu- 
lation as  compared  with  a  case  rate  of  3.0  per  100,000  population 
in  1954.  Several  neighboring  states  have  reported  increases  in 
case  rate  while  North  Carolina  has  shown  a  case  rate  reduction. 

Poliomyelitis  cases  and  case  rates  per  100,000  population  fell 
from  732  cases  and  a  17.1  case  rate  in  1954  to  463  cases  and  a 
10.7  case  rate  in  1955.  How  much  of  this  decline  is  attributable 
to  the  use  of  Salk  poliomyelitis  vaccine  remains  to  be  determined. 
The  vaccine  has  yielded  promising  results  in  the  prevention  of 
paralytic  poliomyelitis.  In  1954  the  specified  cases  were  equally 
divided  between  paralytic  and  nonparalytic  types  of  illness, 
while  in  1955  paralytic  cases  made  up  39  per  cent  of  the  total 
specified  cases  and  nonparalytic  made  up  61  per  cent. 

A  case  of  smallpox  was  not  reported  during  the  year.  A  lab- 
oratory confirmed  case  of  smallpox  has  not  been  recorded  in  the 
United  States  in  the  past  several  years. 

Malaria  incidence  was  essentially  unchanged  from  1954,  when 
23  cases  were  recorded,  to  1955  during  which  time  18  cases  were 


reported.  Seventeen  of  the  cases  were  of  foreign  origin.  One 
case  was  classified  as  indigenous ;  however,  review  of  the  labora- 
tory material  was  not  possible. 

Some  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  was 
seen  from  the  54  reported  in  1954  to  the  37  cases  reported  in  the 
present  year. 

One  case  of  human  rabies  was  reported  in  1955.  The  patient, 
a  79  year  old  man,  died  18  days  after  the  infliction  of  a  severe 
face  bite  wound  by  a  rabid  dog.  Pasteur  prophylaxis  had  been 
given.  The  final  outcome  reflects  the  poor  prognosis  of  such 
face  wounds  despite  early  and  vigorous  anti-rabic  treatment. 

Six  of  10  leading  causes  of  death  in  North  Carolina  were  com- 
municable diseases  in  the  early  years  of  this  century.  At  the 
present  time,  no  one  single  communicable  disease  appears  on  the 
list  of  the  10  leading  causes  of  death  in  this  state.
